It 
ia said he always took a great de- 
light in watching the honouring oC 
the founder by the Guards. 

The privilege of providing fte 
guard for the ceremony is given to 
•jie Canadian Grenadier Guards be- 
cause in 1807 James McGUl was the 
first Colonel of the First Battalion 
of the Montreal Infantry Volun- 
teer Regiment which later became 
the Canadian Grenadier Guards.', 
The ceremony was discontinued 
icveral years ago but was revived 
recently. 

McGiU Bom In Scotland. 

James McGill was born in Glas- 
go'.v, Scotland, in 1T44 of parents 
who were natives of Banffshire. He 
was educated at Glasgow. Univer- 
sity of which the Matriculation 
album contains the following en- 
try:— "1756— Jacobus McGill. fillus 
natu ma.xi.Tiam Jacobi mercatorius 
Glasguensis. " Having emigrated to 
the .Xmerican colonies, he entered:

bottom. The present lift was built 
two years ago.

Kob«rt Bonner. Pre.<ident ci the 
Llt*rarj" and Scientific Executive 
^Spoaking to the undersrrad\i»te5 
\chb gathered around the Cairn, 
Bonner advised them that as 
alumni they would he called upon 
to support a student campaitm for 
more buildings and expansion that 
would rival the historic campaign 
of 1922 

It was then that students, tired of 
the cramped quarters in the tradi- 
tional Fair\'ievv Shacks, petitioned 
the Proxincial Government to com- 
plete the conslnu-iion of the Vni- 
versit>' of British Columbia st 
Point Grty which had commenced 
in 1815 and stopped because of the 
first World War. .\s part of a de- 
tailed plan the students marched 
and hiked from F8ir\-icw to the 
.Point Grey campus, some six miles 
distant, singing college songs, in an 
effort to arouse support from the 
public. 

When they arrived at Point 
Grey, they constructed the Cairn 
with available rocks and placed in 
H the signatures of 51.000 citizens 
of .Vancouver and British Colum- 
bia who supported their demands 
for a newer and better University, 
ïîiey won their case but not before 
Ab Richards, president of the .Mm& 
JIater Societj- had to appear before 
the provincial legislature with his 
•rguments for immediate construc- 
tion. Subsequently the univerjity 
■was erected and finally opened m 
1S25. 

This cck and c&mp&ign has de- 
^leloped into a tradition which is 
relived in spirit each year at the 
Cairn Ceremony. 



Vancouver. B. C, Oct. 7. IMO— 
(C. U. P.)— Japanese Empire 
and the Rome-Berlin Axis might 
have won the opening debate at the 
Parliamentary Forum but a Chi- 
aese student. .Toshua Long, with a 
condeoination of the Japanese for- 
eign policies convinced the U.B.C.

UNDERGRADS ASSIST FACULTY 

Hanover, N.H.— Proposals lo have 
Dartmouth undergraduates take a 
hand in devising educational pol- 
icies of the college have had their 
first concrete result in the appoint- 
ment by the EnglLsh department of 
il special faculty committee lo meet 
periodically with representatives of 
the English Council of English 
Majors, a body of 12 men formed 
this year. 

Some steps toward student repre- 
sentation in departmental counsels 
have already been taken in the 
social sciences at Dartmouth, but 
the English dcpartmcnl's fully or- 
ganized plan is the most important 
development lo date. In acccpiins 
the student proposal, the depart- 
ment commended the purpose and 
organization of the Council of Eng- 
lish Majors, while The Daily Dart- 
mouth, which has backed the idea 
of student participation, declared 
editorially that "congratulations can 
be etjually divided between the 
students who had the initiative to 
recognize it as valid and construc- 
tive function of the educational 
process." 

As its objectives the undergradu- 
ate council has the creation of 
greater student interest and parti- 
cipation in educational functions of 
the college, the development of a 
larger interplay of minds among 
students and faculty, and the 
creation of more important and 
more productive social cohesion 
between students and faculty. 

Topics which the undergraduates 
listed for discussion with the 
faculty include the Freshman Eng- 
lish course, the possibility of pro- 
viding honors work in nil branches 
of the major instead of tlic Survey 
of English Literature now offered, 
the possibility of a co-ordinatmg 
thesis in the major, and the possi- 
bility of providing scminnrs on 
popular subjects not availubic in 
courses. These topics have been 
proposed by the Council's educa- 
tional sub-committee. A social sub- 
committee has in mind the develop- 
ment of closer relations between the 
English majors and their professors 
through aetlvilics in Sanborn Eng- 
lish House, headcjuarlers of the 
department

Madison, Wi.sconsin.— .More than 
a score of changes designed to mo- 
dernize and liberalize the curricu- 
lum of the college of letters and 
science, largest teaching division of 
the University of Wi-sconsin. were 
given the unanirnoii.i approval of 
the general faculty of the State Uni- 
versity recently. 

The changes were recommended 
in a faculty committee's 14-pai?e re- 
port containing 2fl .>rc;ion.? ranging 
all the way from important changes 
in rules rcg;.rdir.g present cour.'îe.'; 
of study to prov.sion for at least 
three new broad survey courses de- 
signed to help students keep 
abreast of the times. 

All of the approved changes, 
which in general make tho leUers 
and science curricutum of the Uni- 
versity more flexible by broaden- 
ing and liberalizing the study op- 
portunities of students, will go into 
effect this fall. 

The approved changes place the 
University of Wisconsin among 
those American universities which 
are attempting lo keep their curri- 
culums and educational procedures 
abreast of ihe times. The report as 
approved also con'^ains rqpommen- 
datior.5 designed to improve schol- 
astic standards at the same time 
effecting savings in teaching costs; 
to improve, teaching procedures in 
elementary courses; to broaden the 
educational opportunities of stu- 
dents; and to provide for greater 
concentration of work in courses of 
study.
